The announcement wns made 
after Elscnbower got approval 
from a large staff of doctors 
who ¢xamined him. 

White House Prers Secretary 
James C. Hagery said the 
President plains “to leave 
Washington by plone on Friday 
afternoon, arriving at Orly 
Field outside Paris at 3 pm 
on Saturday, 


Apparently 


Eisenhower, after a medical 
examinatlon that lasted an 
heur ard 20 minutes, was des- 
erlbed moadically as In “execl- 
lent” condition. 

Elsenhower apparently was 
su] suffering from a specch 
difficulty dating back fo the 
mild stroke he suffered on 
November 25, : 
Hagerty told reporters, “The 
dificulty in speaking has con- 
tinued to Improve and in 
ordinary conversation was al- 
most Impossible to detect - ex- 
cept by ffalned observers.” 

‘Hagerty also reported that 
“The President was his usual 
alert self and discussed in detall 
and with enttvusiosm the céming 
meeting of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation.” 


Recovery 


Hagerty said the doctors who 
attended the Chief Exccutive 
today were “unanimously agreed 
that the President's recovery to 
date is such that it permits him 
to attend the Paris meeting.” 

The Paris meeting is scheduled 
to start on-Moncsay and last 
through Wednesday. . i 

He said that whilo the 
President is in Parla “he will 
be under the supervision of 
his doctors.” Wagetty added, 
however,, thet he did not 
anticipate any “curtailment” 
of the Chief Executive's ao- 
tivities In Paris. = 

Hagerty told the. reporters 
that Eisenhower has not received 
a “medical discharge" by his 
physicicas, . including the neu- 
rological specitlists, He noted 
that the President will be under 
supervision of his doctors in 
Paris. 


Examination 


Hagerty added that the Pres!- 
dent ‘would ogain _uridergo 
another . neurological ¢xamina- 
tion “in about a month.” 

Hagerly expects Eisenhower 
to leave Paris: lote next Thurs- 
day, arriving back in Washing- 
ton on Friday. 

Hogerty also said he expects 
the President ‘to make one of 
the three opening statements to 
the Nato Council next Monday.
